The start of th e New Y ear's hol­ 
iday today touched riff an all-out 
cam paigu to head off a 
record- 


breaking highw ay m assacre. 
The National Safety Council pre­ 
dicted that 420 A m ericans will be 
killed in traffic accidents from 6 
p.m . tonight until m idnight Mon­ 
day. It called th e threat a "nation­ 
al em ergency.” 
The council added grim w eight 
to its forecast w ith the announce­ 
m ent that an estim ated 38,500 p er­ 
sons died on th e nation's streets 
and highw ay th is year. The fig­ 
u re is the highest recorded since 
1941's all-tim e record of 39.969. 


A DEATH TOLL of 420 this w eek­ 
end would be five m ore than the 
New Y ear's reco rd of 41$ fatalities 
set in 1952. It would also be the

slaughter in th e space of ju st one 
eek since an all-tim e, ati-holiday

The proposal calls fo r a reduc­ 
tion in "class” freight ra te s which 
generally apply to m anufactured 
goods. The carriers claim it would 
cost them 10 million dollars a year. 


Elsenhower 
Flatly Denies 
Russ Charge 


Says United States 
Will Not Retreat 
from Present Stand

K EY WEST, F la. W -P resid e n t 
E isenhow er today hurled back at 
the leaders of Communist R ussia 
a flat denial that he is an exponent 
of interference in Middle E urope. 
T he P resident said Soviet C om m u­ 
nist leader Nikita K hrushchev was 
w rong in his analysis of A m erican 
foreign policy. 
In the face of new blasts from 
th e R ussian political high com ­ 
m and, the President refused to 
change position and took 
a dis­ 
tinctly dim view ef what th e Rus­ 
sians had been saying in recent 
days. 


MR. EISENHOWER SAID this 
country would not retreat fro m its

VOICE of the DESERT 


QUESTION — What are the dutie* of the Riverside 
county district attorney’* office, and what facilities are 
being offered to residents of the Coachella Valley? 
— R.B. 
ANSWER — The office of the district attorney is one 
of the county offices provided for in the State Constitu­ 
tion wherein the State Legislature i^ directed to pro­ 
vide by general and uniform laws for the election of the 
district attorney and certain other county officers. 
The salary of district attorney is fixed by the State 
Legislature on the theory that the district attorney will 
be free from local control in the performance of his 
duties and that he will be responsible only to the electors 
of the county. 
The district attorney is the public prosecutor and is 
required to attend the courts within the county and to 
conduct on behalf of the people all prosecutions for 
public offenses committed within the county. He is fur­ 
ther required to attend before and give advice to the 
Grand Jury whenever cases are presented to it for its 
consideration. 
Riverside county now has a population 
of aproximately 230,000 and in order to carry on his 
duties the district attorney ha* an assistant and five 
deputies, three investigators and the necessary steno­ 
graphic help consisting of five secretaries in his office 
at the county seat. In addition, there is one deputy and 
a secretary with an office in Indio, and one deputy and 
a half-time secretary with an office in Blythe. 
The district attorney and hi* staff are constantly in 
conference with members of the sheriff’s staff, with po­ 
lice officers of the various police departments within 
the county and the *tate investigators of various State 
offices who are assigned for investigation of problems 
required by law of many department* of the State of 
California. 
These conferences involve the interpretation of penal 
statutes and the application of facts to the law in order 
to determine proper procedures. Many people within the 
county, other than ofifcers, confer with the district at­ 
torney and members of his staff concerning wrongs 
which have been committed against them and to deter­ 
mine whether such wrongs are criminal in nature and 
whether the provable facts are sufficient to justify the 
institution of criminal proceedings. 
One of the functions of the district attorney is to 
cause investigations to be made into possible public of­ 
fenses when there is reason to believe that unlawful 
operations are being conducted or carried on any place 
within the county. The district attorney of this county 
cooperates with all law enforcement agencies operating 
within the county. This includes many State investi­ 
gating department* such as the California Highway Pa­ 
trol, the State Board of Equalization, the State Con­ 
tractors’ license Bureau, the Medical and Osteopathic 
Boards, the Attorney General’* office, the State Health 
Department, the Department of Corporations, the Fish 
and Game Commission, the State Labor Department 
the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, the Division of 
Narcotics, the State Welfare Department the State De­ 
partment of Unemployment, and all other State agen­ 
cies wherein violations of the law are criminal in nature. 
There are twelve Judicial Districts within the county, 
two Municipal courts and four Superior courts. All of 
the courts within thé county are functioning to capa­ 
city and it is the duty of the district attorney to handle 
the prosecution of criminal cases in each of these courts. 
The district attorney has established a Division of 
Domestic Relations in the Riverside office which also 
functions through the deputies in Indio and Blythe and 
with the cooperation and assistance of the Probation 
Department ha* obtained assistance from parties re­ 
sponsible for child support In the sum of $91,805 for the 
year 1951 and which has increased to the present time 
when there has been collected for this year up to Octo­ 
ber 1,1955, the sum of $205,224.00. 
In the year 1954, the Riverside office Interviewed 
11,984 persons, and the deputy in Indio interviewed in 
his office 1,411 persons. 
During the same year there were 917 felony arrests 
in Riverside county. 263 were in the City of Riverside, 
198 were in the Coachella Valley and the remainder 
were in other parts of the county. There are many other 
interesting statistics available, but space does not per­ 
mit their enumeration. 
Riverside county is a good clean county and the 
criminal problem has been controlled by the persistent 
efforts of all law enforcement agencies and the person­ 
nel of the district attorney’s office is energetic and ac­ 
tively interested in eliminating crime and in bringing 
to justice those who violate the criminal law. 
The cost of enforcing criminal law like all other costs, 
is increasing. The costs of operating this office have 
increased and all is being done to make its operation as 
low as possible. However, the efficiency of the office 
must be maintained and vice and crime must be detect­ 
ed and proper procedures taken to put an end to any 
and all criminal activity. There are some things that 
can be done to prevent crime that cannot be effective 
without increasing the cost of operation. Those who 
are actively engaged in the functioning of the office 
are familiar with its needs and are doing all that can 
be done to maintain its effectiveness. 
The district attorney is ably represented in the Coa­ 
chella Valley by Richard E. Marsh, who has his office 
in Indio, and handles criminal matters arising in Palm 
Springs, Indio, Coachella, Thermal and Mecca. The Riv 
erside office furnishes Marsh with assistance in the in­ 
vestigation of criminal matters and in court appear­ 
ances, but the personnel of the office is spread too thin­ 
ly, and is not able to provide the service which should 
be available in an area containing as large a population 
as there is in the Coachella Valley. Experience has dem 
onstrated that an increasing population brings an in­ 
creasing criminal problem and facilities should be 
available in the Valley to handle the legal problems in 
connection with crime prevention and detection.

YOUR CITY GOVERNMENT 


By HOWARD HADDOCK 
City Recreational Director 
The City Recreation Department 
was started on a part-time basis in 
1948. but with the dedication of the 
Polo Grounds in 1950 the depart­ 
ment grew so fast that in June of 
1951 it was made a full-time de­ 
partment with a full-time recrea­ 
tion director. 
Robert 
Bennett 
and 
Douglas 
Doyle were early part-time direc­ 
tors, and the present director start­ 
ed in October, 1950 on a part-time 
basis, becoming a full-time direc­ 
tor in 1951. 
The money to run the recreation 
department comes from the gen­ 
eral fund, with a budget for Fiscal 
1956 of $13.483. This money is used 
for the following items during the 
year: 
To finance the many projects and 
activities of the department; and 
to pay the director, whose job is 
to provide recreation activities for 
all the people of Palm Springy a 
very small amount for recreation 
help or assistants on a temporary 
basis (the departm ent has only one 
permanent employe, the director). 


THE DIRECTOR IS m anager of 
the Polo Grounds, consisting of a 
rodeo field with 6.200 seats and 250 
stables: baseball field seating 2,­ 
200. and an auditorium. 
In all 
activities it is his responsibility to 
see that contracts are carried out 
and the best interests of the city 
looked after, and when city-spon­ 
sored events take place he has 
complete responsibility. 
The departm ent during the Sum­ 
mer sponsors the Little League 
along with the Little League Com­ 
mission, 
helps 
with 
the 
Minor 
League, co-sponsors iwith the Elks 
Club) the Pony League. The de­ 
partment operates the Desert Soft­ 
ball League from May to Septem­ 
ber; 
co-sponsors 
the 
Summer 
swimming pool operation at the 
High School; co-sponsors dances 
with the Youth Center. In coopera 
tion with various civic clubs, it co­ 
sponsors track and field days. 
It operates a basketball league, 
volleyball league, junior and senior 
tennis tournam ents, tennis clinics, 
and co-sponsors a yo-yo club. It 
also sponsors square dance classes, 
square dancing jamboree once a 
year, along with the Cactus Jum p­ 
ers Club; international folk dancing 
and round dancing weekly; a chess 
club: horseshoe and shuffleboard 
tournaments. 


IN MANY OF these activities 
the city department works together 
with 
the Palm Springs Unified 
School District and with the Youth 
Center and Boys’ Club which are 
supported by the Community Chest. 
In addition to the Polo Grounds, 
the city facilities include DeMuth 
Park 
and Tamarisk P ark with 
three lighted tennis courts, chil­ 
dren's 
playground, 
picnic 
area, 
barbecue stoves and horseshoe and 
shuffleboard courts. 
It is the hope of the recreation 
departm ent in future years to ex­ 
pand so that all citizens of Palm 
Springs, young and old alike, will 
be supplied with opportunities for 
recreation. In this hope we con­ 
tinue to cooperate with every agen­ 
cy interested in promoting recrea­ 
tion in the city.
